Photographs were placed by the Copyright 
Act of 1862 on the same footing as paintings and 
drawings; and with regard to photographs “executed 
for or on behalf of any person for w good or valuable 
consideration” the provision is satisfactory.

‘opyright thereof, unless it be expressly reserved 

him by an agreement in writing, signed by

WE ake Now cose to the time when there will come 
into operation a change only second in magnitude te the 
Judicature reforms; to which, indeed, it isa 
sequel. Under an Act of last session, to which repeated 
reference has been made in these columns, there will 
take place, on the 28th of this month, an extensive amal- 
gamation of offices, and there will be for the first time 
estabiished a Central Office of the Supreme Court, The 
measure follows, in the main, the suggestions of the 
Legal Offices Committee. The offices concentrated will 
be the Record and Writ Clerks, Enrolment, and Report 
Offices, the offices of the Masters of the Queen’s Bench, 
Common Pleas, and Exchequer Divisions, including the 
Bills of Sale office, the offices of the Associates of the 
same Divisions, the Crown Office of the Queen’s Bench 
Division, the Queen’s Remembrancer’s Office, the office of 
the Registrar of Certificates of Acknowledgments of 
Deeds by Married Women, the office of the Registrar of 
Judgments, and “such other offices of the Supreme Court 
as may from time to time be amalgamated with the Cen- - 
But it is to bé observed 
that while the committee recommended that the offices 
of the Probate, &c., Division should be transferred, the 


Act only proposes to transfer “‘such of the existing 


officers employed under the registrars of the Probate, 


Divorce, and Admiralty Division as the judges of that 


Division respectively select as necessary for the perform- 
ance of the duties to be performed in the Central Office.” 
The four registrars of the Probate Division are not 
transferred, and the intention is probably, for the pre- 
sent at least, to constitute a separate Probate Depart- 
ment, the non-contentious business of which will be 
conducted, as hitherto, at Somerset House. It will, of 
course, be noticed that the Registrar’s Office in Chancery 
and the Chancery Taxing Master's Offices remain un- 
touched. 

Following the recommendation of the committee, the 
Act provides that the Central Office shall be under the 
control of the “ Masters of the Supreme Court of Judica- 
ture,” who, in the first instance, are to consist of the 
existing Masters of the Queen’s Bench, Common Pleas, 
and Exchequer Divisions, the Queen’s Coroner and 
Attorney, the Masters of the Crown Office otherthan the 
Queen’s Coroner or Attorney, the Record and Writ 
Clerks, and the associates of the Queen’s Bench, Common 
Pleas and Exchequer Divisions. It will be interesting 
to see what provision, if any, is made by the rules for 
the division of authority between these Masters. It 
would seem to be absolutely essential, at first at all 
events, for some one Master to be the head of the office 
on each day, so that questions arising in the office be- 
tween the several departments can be at once settled. 
As regards the other arrangements of the office the 
Act ig silent; these are to be settled by the rules for the 
purposes of the Act which, by section 22, are to be made 
by the committee of judges who frame the Judicature 
Rules. We may anticipate that the business of the cen- 
tral office will be divided into departments, to each of 
which a distinct portion will be allotted. There will 
probably be a writ department, an appearance depart- 
ment, a rule department, a taxing department, and a 
judgment department. 

Considering that next Friday is the end of the Long 
Vacation, and that between that time and the following 
Tuesday the arrangements made by the new rules will 
have to be worked out, it seems to be high time that 
these rules should be issued. If this system of legisla- 
tion by rules is to be continued, it will be desirable to 
add to the officers of the court a Rule-maker’s Remem- 
brancer. 





Tus poLorovs compiatnts of the High Sheriffs which 
have ocoupied so much space in the Z'imes this week 
afford an illustration of the well-worn aphorism about 
history repeating itself. In the reign of Charles IL. 
there arose a similar wail and the ure was moved 
to interfere. An Act (13 & 14 Oar, 2, o, 21) was passed 
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which provided that no sheriff (with certain exceptions) 
should keep any table at the. assizes except for his 
own family, or give any presents to the judges 
or their servants or have more than forty men in 
livery; but “for the sake of safety and decency” 
the sheriff was required to have not less than 
twenty men in England and twelve in Wales. The 
Police Act (22 & 23 Vict. c. 32) empowered the justices 
in quarter sessions to direct that a sufficient number of 
police constables should be employed to keep order in 
and within the precincts of the court of assize, and in 
that case “it shall not be necessary for the high sheriff 
to provide and maintain any javelin men, or other men 
servants with liveries, at the assizes.” If this provision 
were made compulsory, and the judges were allowed 
a sum sufficient to cover the cost of taking their own 
carriages and servants with them on circuit, a consid- 
erable relief would be afforded to the sheriffs without 
much sacrifice of judicial dignity. As to this, however, 
we fail to see why, while learned judges in the metropo- 
lis come to theic courts in Hansoms, state-coaches should 
be requisite to maintain their credit in the provinces. 





We may, perhaps, be allowed, now that the WzExKLy 
Reporter Dicest for the year is nearly complete, to draw 
the attention of our readers to the great advantages it 
affords to them. It is, so far as we know, the only 
annual publication which includes the whole of the re- 
ported cases of the year in all the superior courts in 
England, with references to every series of reports 
in which each case appears, and including also the 
cases reported in the Irish Law Reports. The useful- 
ness of such a publication is manifold. It is of much 
value to the practitioner to be able to remind himself at 
the end of each legal year of the changes effected by the 
cases in his special branch of law. He is enabled, when 
he has occasion to consider a case, readily to find out 
and compare the different reports, which, as we all know, 
vary greatly in the fulness and accuracy with which the 
facts are given. By the use of the Digest the work of 
noting up the cases of the year on any given subject is 
reduced to an easy mechanical operation, and prac- 
titioners who do not note up their cases have only, 
when a question arises, to run through the headings 
in successive digests relating to the matter in band, to 
assure themselves that they are acquainted with all the 
recent decisions on the matter in hand. 








Mr. T. B. T. ry te M.P., has resigned the chairman-

In City of Atchison v. Jansen (21 Kansas Reports, p. 
577), the court remarked that “ in the preparation of instruc- 
tions and questions to the jury, as well as in the preparation 
of the record for this court and the briefs of counsel, it 
appears as though the parties were actuated by the one 
desire of seeing how much paper and ink they could waste, 
The defendant submitted one hundred and twelve special 
questions and asked fifty special instructions, while the 

laintiff submitted twenty-six questions and askednineteen 
instructions. The petition in error extends over thirty- 
three pages, and contains one hundred and three specifica- 
tions. The transcript stops at the 786th page, and the brief 
of counsel for plaintiff in error is a closely printed book of 
122 pages. Now, when the facts are many and complicated 
and the case presents a series of questions, new, important, 
and intricate, we have no disposition to complain of the 
industry of counsel or the rw em of any record or brief ; 
but in a case like the present, we think such prolixity an 
imposition upon both the trial court and thie, and one that 
will almost of itself justify an affirmance of the judgment. 
, We were no little inclined to think that such ought 
to be our disposition of this case; but ou reflection we have 
concluded, for the errors noticed, that it was our duty to 
reverse the judgment and remand the case for a new trial, 
and it is so ordered.” 





THE SUMMARY JURISDICTION ACT, 1p, 
III. 


WE now come to those provisions of the statute which 
regulate appeals, and although those which govern py. 
cedure are separated in their order from the 
which gives .the right of appeal, we think it will be mop 
convenient to deal with the whole set of sections to 

It is a well-known rule of law that while certiorarj lia 
unless it is expressly taken away, appeal does not li 
unless it is expressly given. We do not imagine that then 
are many statutes which give justices power to imp 
and yet omit to give a power of appeal, but such ag 
are, the 19th section applies to them. It enacts thy 
‘* where in pursuance of any Act, whether past or future, 
any person is adjudged by a conviction or order of, 
court of summary jurisdiction to be imprisoned withoy 
the option of a fine, either as a punishment for » 
offence,” or for failing to do or abstain from doing any 
act or thing required to be done or left undone, 

for the failure to comply with an order for the payment 
of money, for the finding of securities, for the en 
into any recognizance, or for the giving of any security, 
“he may appeal to quarter sessions against such om. 
viction or order.” This is very general, and tolerably 
plain. The difficulty will arise as to the conditions of 
appeal, and for these we must go to sections 31 and 3), 
Section 31 provides a code of regulations to be appli. 
able to appeals under the statute itself and any futur 
Act. Section 32 applies this code at the option, so far 
as we can gather, of the appellant, to cases where the 
appeal is “ authorized by any past Act.’’ The “ conii- 
tions and regulations” marked out by section 31 a 
seven in number, and are briefly these :—(1) The appeal 
is to the “‘ prescribed” quarter sessions, or if no court is 
prescribed, to the next practicable court holden not les 
than fifteen days after the decision; (2) the appellantis 
to give notice, stating the grounds of appeal within th 
prescribed time, or if no time is prescribed within seve 
days; (3) the appellant, within the prescribed time, ot 
if no time is prescribed, within"three days, is to ente 
into a recognizance conditioned to try the appeal; (4) if 
in custody the appellant may be released, if the cout 
thinks fit, upon recognizance; (5) the hearing of the 
appeal may be adjourned, or the matter remitted tos 
court of summary jurisdiction; (6) if the decision below 
is reversed, 2 memorandum of the decision on appeal is 
to be sent by the clerk of the peace to the clerk of the 
court of summary jurisdiction ; and (7) every notice is 
to be in writing, and may be sent by post. The first fou 
of these regulations do not materially differ from thow 
now in use under modern statutes, such as the Licensing 
Act, 1872, and the Public Health Act, 1875. That 

of the fifth which allows the matter to be “remitted” s 
taken from the Friendly Societies Act, 1875, s. 33, butis 
otherwise, so far as we know, entirely new. We cal 
find no precedent for the sixth. The seventh is d 
frequent occurrence, but is not usually placed in th 
appeal clause itself. 

Our readers will have noticed the frequent occurrent 
of the term “‘ prescribed.’ Turning to the interpretation 
clause we find that ‘‘ prescribed’ means “‘ prescribed 
provided by any Act which relates to any offence, 
penalties, fines, costs, sums of money, orders, proceedings, 
or matters to the punishment, recovery, making, or 0- 
duct of which the Summary Jurisdiction Acts expres 
or impliedly apply or may be applied.” This senten 
throws a wide net, and will probably cause a great 
of trouble. 

Section 32 isa provision around which judicial d 
cisions may be expected to gather thick. It deals 
“ past Acts,” as follows :— 


Where a person is authorized by an t Act to 
from the pelievas: my or order of pte ¢ summary ie 
tion to a court of general or quarter sessions, he may appeal 
to such court ro jer to the conditions and regulations oo 
tained in this Act with respect to an appeal to a court @ 
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general or quarter sessions : Provided that where any such 
appeal is in accordance with the conditions and regulations 
prescribed by the Act authorizing the appeal, so far as the 
same is unrepealed, such appeal shall not be deemed invalid 
by reason only that it is not in accordance with the condi- 
tions and regulations contained in this Act. 

Now, upon the construction of these words—which, 
together with section 31, and the section of the “‘ past 
Act,” which authorizes the appeal, will have to be 
studied carefully in each particular case—it is to be ob- 
served that it is not enacted that the provisions of sec- 
tion 31 shall have effect, but simply that the appellant 
may appeal under those provisions if he pleases, But 
how if the appellant prefers the old procedure? How 
is the court to know whether the appellant has selected 
the old or the new procedure? In many points they 
will be found to differ very slightly; and there is no 
provision by which the appellant is bound formally to 
declare his option. 

Passing on to section 33, we again find a confusion of 
procedure made worse confounded, because the new 
procedure is more or less dependent upon ‘‘ rules under 
this Act, and rules of court made in pursuance of”’ the 
Judicature Act, 1875, and the Acts amending the same. 
The intention of the section is to enlarge the power of 
appeal by special case beyond that which is given by the 
statute 20 & 21 Vict. c. 43, which applies only to in- 
formations and complaints (see West v. Potts, L. R. 6 
Q. B. 88, where a case stated upon the refusal of a beer 
licence was struck out). The present section applies to 
convictions, orders, determinations, or other proceedings, 
but the Act 20 & 21 Vict. c. 43 is not repealed. In- 
stead of repealing this statute, indeed, the Legislature 
provides that the new procedure is to be governed by it, 
subject to the rules above mentioned. The effect of the 
amendment we take to be that the words “ determination 
or other proceeding” are to be read into 20 & 21 Vict. 
c. 43 after “information or complaint,” and that the 
whole procedure is subject to alteration by the rules, 
failing the promulgation of which the procedure is to 
stand. 


The next section which calls for notice is the 35th, 
which provides for the recovery of civil debts in a court 
of summary jurisdiction. We have already seen that 
by section 6 all sums recoverable on complaint and not 
on information have been declared to be recoverable as 
civil debts. Section 35 provides the procedure of re- 
covery, and, incorporating the 5th section of the Debtors 
Act, 1869, cuts down the power of imprisonment to be 
possessed by the court to such power as may be 
possessed by a judge of a county court for the time 
being, and provides also (in like manner as the Debtors 
Act, 1869, does) that the power of imprisonment is not 
in any case to be exercised, unless the person making 
default has the means to pay the “ civil debt.” 

The 36th section provides that justices of the peace 
may compel the attendance of witnesses not residing in 
their own jurisdiction. In default it appears that the 
witness is “liable to be apprehended or otherwise pro- 
ceeded against.” Let us hope that this new jurisdiction 
will not be oppressively exercised. 

The lengthy provisions enacted by section 39 do not 
call for much notice. Section 41 provides that service 
of summonses and other documents may be proved by 
solemn declaration taken before a justice or commissioner 
for oaths in the Supreme Court—an enactment which 
Will save much time and trouble at no risk of injustice 
to defendants, The same proof may be given of the seal 
of a justice of the peace. The 42nd section allows recogni- 
zances which, under the old law, had to be taken before 
the court itself, to be taken, “ subject to any rules,” be- 
fore a clerk of the court, or before a superintendent of 

or even a governor or other keeper of a prison— 
thus obviating the necessity of keeping a respectable 
Ment in prison all night, though ready with 


sections 19 and 20 of Jervis’ Act, to which they are a 
supplement. Those sections simply authorize the dis- 
tress, and leave the time and manner entirely to the dis- 
cretion of the court and its officers, with the single ex- 
ception (section 19) that where it appears that the issuing 
of the distress “‘ would be ruinous to the defendant and 
his family,” or “ by the confession of the defendant, or 
otherwise, that he hath no goods or chattels whereon to 
levy such distress,” the defendant may be committed to 
prison. Under the new regulations, “five clear days” 
are to intervene between the making of the distress and 
the sale, which is to take place “ within the period fixed 
by the warrant, and if no period is so fixed,” within 
fourteen days. It had already been provided by section 
21 that distress need not be issued where the goods are 
insufficient, and that wearing apparel and, to the value 
of five pounds, the tools of trade, are not to be liable to 
seizure—a provision taken from 8 & 9 Vict. c. 127, s. 8, 
which applies to executions. 

We have now noticed all the leading provisions of the 
statute, but we would recommend our readers to study 
the whole of it for themselves by the light of Jervis’ Act 
and 20 & 21 Vict. c. 43. But, before concluding, we 
would direct particular attention to the 29th section, 
which empowers the Lord Chancellor, “from time to . 
time,” to ‘‘ make, and when made, rescind, alter, and 
add to rules in relation to— 

(1) The giving of security. 

(2) The forms to be used. 

(8) The costs and charges payable under distress 

warrants. : 

(4) Adapting to this Act the procedure under any 

Act passed before the Summary Jurisdiction Act, 
1848. 

(5) Regulating the form of account by clerks to justices 

of fines and fees, &c. ; and 

(6) Any other matter in relation to whica rules are 

authorized or required to be made under or for 
the purpose of carrying into effect this Act. 

The sixth head includes the procedure on appeal by 
case to which we have already referred. The Lord 
Chancellor may also “annul, alter, or add to any forms 
contained in the Summary Jurisdiction Act, 1845,” which 
forms it will be remembered are very numerous and 
important. As soon as the rules appear, we propose 
shortly to pass them in review. Let us hope that they 
will be worthy of the statute which the Legislature, 
partly by their means, now proposes so materially to 
alter.

PREVENTION OF CRIME. 


Cap. 55.—An Act TO REDUCE THE Mintmuum TERM OF 
Prenat SERVITUDE IN THE CasE oF A Previous Con. 
VICTION, AND TO AMEND THE Law as TO NorTIFICATIONS 
AND Reports UNDER THE PreveNnTION oF Crimes Act, 
1871. 


This Act deals chiefly with licensed convicts and per- 
sons under police supervision, but section 1 repeals the 
provision of 27 & 28 Vict. c. 47, 8. 2, that, in the case 
of a conviction for an offence punishable with penal 
servitude after a previous conviction for felony, the least 
sentence of penal servitude to be awarded shall be aterm 
of seven years. The minimum sentence in such a case 
will now be five years, under the earlier part of the same 
section of the former Act. 

Section 2 recites the provisions of 34 & 35 Vict. c. 112, 
ss, 5, 8, as to licensed convicts and persons under police 
supervision reporting themselves monthly and notifying 
any change of residence, and further provides that the 
requirements of the earlier Act as to notifying residence 
or change of residence are to be complied with by personal 
attendance atthe police-station or place appointed for 





The elaborate provisions of section 43 as to the execu- 
tion of distress warrants should be read together with 


the receipt of the notification. The powers given by the 
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earlier Act to chief officers of police districts, to direct 
the reports to be made to some other person, are to extend 
to authorize him to direct them to be made toa constable 
or person in charge of a particular police-station, without 
naming the individual. 

The section also contains some important provisions 
as to evidence. Any appointment, direction, or authority 
purporting to be signed by the chief officer of police, is 
to be evidence (till the contrary is proved) that such ap- 
pointment, direction, or authority was duly given. Evi- 
dence that it appears from the records kept by authority 
of such chief officer, that a person required to notify his 
residence, or change of residence, or to make a report, has 
not done so, is to be prima facie evidence that such 
person has failed to comply with the requirement ; but if 
the person charged alleges that he has made the notifi- 
cation or report, the court is to require the attendance of 
sucn persons as may be necessary to prove the truth or 
falsehood of such allegation. 


FEES IN PUBLIC OFFICES. 


Carp. 58.—An Act to Provipz For THE COLLECTION, 
EITHER IN Money or By Stamps, OF FEES PAYABLE 
in Pustic Orrices. 


The Public Offices Fees Act, 1866, enabled the 
Treasury, by notice in the Gazette, to direct that for the 
future all or any of the fees payable in any public 
department should be collected by means of impressed 
or adhesive stamps. ‘The present Act repeals the former 
statute and substitutes more comprehensive provisions. 
The fees may be from time to time directed to be collected 
either in money or in stamps ; the Act is declared toextend 
to all fees, percentages, and other sums payable in or to 
any officer of any public office or department, the ex- 
penses of which are paid wholly or partly out of the 
Consolidated Fund or moneys provided by Parliament, 
including the Supreme Court, ‘‘courts of bankruptcy, 
county courts, and other courts of law in the United 
Kingdom;” and the Treasury are now empowered to 
make and revoke regulations as to the manner 
in which fees taken in money ure to be taken, 
accounted for, and paid over, and also, in addition 
to prescribing the application of stamps to documents, 
by such regulations to require ‘‘documents to be 
used for the purpose of such stamps.” Section 3 pro- 
vides that ‘‘ any document which ought to bear a stamp 
in pursuance of any regulations in force under this sec- 
tion shall not be received, filed, used, or admitted in 
evidence, unless cr until it is properly stamped within the 
time prescribed by the regulations.” We miss, in this 
restriction against being given in evidence, the exception 
of criminal proceedings which is contained in the corre- 
sponding provision (section 17) of the Stamp Act, 1870, 


SHIPPING CASUALTIES INVESTIGA- 
TIONS. 


Cav. 72.—An Act to Provipg vor tur Re-Hearinc or 
Isvestications into Surina CasvaLTizs, AND TO 
Amend THE Ruitgs as to tHE Move or Ho.pina, 
axp Procepure at, sucu INVESTIGATIONS. 


This Act introduces some important alterations in the 
procedure in inquiries held under the Merchant Shipping 
Acts. Section 2 enables the Board of Trade, in every 
case where an investigation into the conduct of a master, 
mate, or engineer, or into a shippiug casualty, has been 
held under the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, or any 
amending Act—and compels the board, in the event of 
the discovery of new and important evidence which 
could not be produced at the investigation, or if they 
are of opinion there is ground for suspecting that a mis- 
carriage of justice has oceurred—to order a re-hearing of 
the case, either generally or in part, by the court by 
whom it was heard in the first instance, or by the Wreck 
Commissioner, or in England or Ireland by a judge of 
the High Court exerciving jurisdiction in admiralty 
cases, or in Scotland by « judge of the Court of Beasion, 





Where in such an investigation a decision has been given 
with to the cancelling or suspension of the certj. 
ficate of a master, mate, or engineer, and an application 
for re-hearing under the section has not been made, op 
has been refused, an appeal will lie, in the case of g 
decision given in England or by a naval court, to the 
Admiralty Division. Any re-hearing or appeal is to be 
eonducted according to the regulations from time to 
time prescribed under the Merchant Shipping Act, 1876, 
8. 30. 

By section 3 the list of assessors for formal investiga. 
tions into shipping casualties is to be in force for 
three years, but the same persons may be entered in sub. 
sequent lists. The existing list will remain in force til] 
the end of next year, subject to the power of the Secre. 
tary of State to withdraw his approval of any name, or 
to approve of any new name. The assessors are to be 
appointed according to regulations to be made under the 
Merchant Shipping Act, s. 30, instead of by the an- 
thority holding the investigation. In the case of an in- 
vestigation involving, or likely to involve, tiie cancelling 
or suspension of a certificate, there are to be not fewer 
than two assessors having experience in the merchant 
service; and a master, mate, or engineer is to be no 
longer required to deliver up his certificate unless it is 
suspended or cancelled. Investigations into shipping 
casualties are to be held in a town-hall, assize or county 
court, public building, or other suitable place to be de- 
termined according to general rules to be made by the 
Lord Chancellor, and not in a court ordinarily used asa 
police-court, unless no other suitable place is, in the 
opinion of the Board of Trade, available. By section 4 
any general rule made under the Act is to be laid before 
both Houses of Farliament within twenty days, or if 
Parliament is not sitting when it is made, within thirty 
days after the commencement of the next session. 


PARLIAMENTARY ELECTIONS. 

Car. 75.—An Act to AmenpD AND ConTINUE THE Ac 
RELATING TO ELEcTION PETITIONS, AND TO THE PREVEN- 
TIon oF Corrupt Practices at Evections, 

Section 2 of this Act provides that the trial of every 
election petition, and every hearing of an application for 
withdrawal of such petition, shall be tried before two 
judges instead of one, additional judges being placed 
upon the rota if necessary. Every certificate and report 
sent to the Speaker is to be under the hands of both 
judges. If they differ as to whether the member peti- 
tioned against is duly elected, he is to be deemed to be 
duly elected or returned; if they agree in holding that 
he was not duly elected or returned, but differ as to the 
rest of their determination, they are to certify that 
difference, and the election will be void; while, if they 
differ as to the subject of a report to the Speaker, they 
are to certify the difference but make no report.

CASES BEFORE THE VACATION JUDGE. 


CompaNy—WInviIne vp—Computsory OrpER—CreEpDITOR 
—Locus Stanp1I—Trustze FoR DEBENTURE-HOLDERS.— 
In a case of Re Anglo-French Co-operative Society (Limited), 
before the Vacation Judge on the 15th inst., a question 
arose whether a petitioner was entitled to an order to 
wind up the company under the following circumstances :— 
It appeared that certain debentures had been issued under a 
trust deed made between the company and the petitioner as 
trustee, by which it was, amongst other things, provided that 
the nece! amount for interest should, on the request of 
the trustee, be paid to his account at a bank. There was 
no express covenant to make the payments either to the 
trustee or the debenture-holders, but the trustee was to be 
the acting party in the matter. The trustee, it appeared, 
had not executed the deed until after the presentation of the 
petition, although he contended that he had previously been 
recognized by the company as the trustee of the deed. It 
waw contended on behalf of the trustee that on the authority 
of In re Uruguay Central, ¥c., Railway Company of Monte 
Video (L. R. 11 Ch. D. 372), he was a creditor of the 
company; that he had, according to the trust deed, per- 
formed all necessary conditions in respect of the unpaid 
interest, and that he was accordingly entitled to a 
compulsory order. For’ the company, it was argued 
that there was no covenant with the trustee to pay 
the interest in arrear, that the proper petitioner would 
te some debenture-holder, and that the petition ought, 
therefore, to be dismissed. Also that the petitioner had 
not executed the trust deed when he presented his petition, 
and had not, moreover, in any other way acted ; and, 
therefore, that the petition was demurrableon that ground. 
Adebenture-holder, who had presented another petition 
after the trustee’s petition, and which had been just ad- 
vertised, and was intended to be heard in November, asked 
that the trustee’s petition might stand over until that 
time, or otherwise might be dismissed. It was farther 
alleged in opposition to the petition that the greater part 
of the assets were in France, and that a winding up would be 
entirely fruitless so far as an English liquidator was 
concerned. The French assets, it was stated, had already 
been seized under a French bankruptcy of the company. 
Bowen, J., said he thought there was sufficient evidence 
that the petitioner was a creditor under the terms of 
the trust deed, and, therefore, that he was justified in 
making a compulsory order. Although the petitioner had 
not executed the trust deed until after the petition 
had been presented, he still considered on the evidence 
that he had sufficiently adopted the trust before presenting 
his petition. He, however, refused to appoint the peti- 
tioner provisional liquidator, and gave leave to apply in 
chambers as to that point and as to costs of the other 
petition. 


Company — Votuntary WINDING uP—PREJUDICE OF 
Creprrors—Fraup—Svurervision OnpDER—CHANGE oF 
Soricrror.—In a case of Re Westminster Association 
(Limited), also before the Vacation Judge‘on the 15th inst., 
a question arose whether a voluntary winding up should be 
continued under supervision where it was admitted that the 
managing director had abstracted the moneys and bonds of 
the company, and had subsequently absconded, and where 
creditors asked that a compulsory order might be made in 
order to have such transactions thoroughly investigated. 
The company had, in addition to the voluntary winding up, 
also Seytated a voluntary liquidator ; and another objec- 
tion taken by creditors was that the acting solicitor of the 
liquidator was also a shareholder, though only to a small 
amount, and only as trustee for others in the company, and, 
therefore, that his interest would conflict with his duty. 
Tho creditors did not otherwise object to the continuance 
of the voluntary liquidator as official liquidator. Bowen, 
aid he saw no reason for not continuing the voluntary 
ding up under supervision, which order he should ac- 
cordingly make. He would also continue the voluntary 
He said he should refer the question to cham- 
whether tho liquidator ought to continue the same so- 
tor or appoint another ; he would also refer to chambers 
the question who must have the conduct of tho order. 


PRACTICE—DiscOVERY BEFORE STATEMENT oF CLAIM 
—Sercra, CrrcumsTances.—In a case of Allen v. Comedy 
Opera Company, also before the Vacation Judge, on the 
15th inst., an application was made by the plaintiff for 


discovery before he had delivered his statement of claim. 
The action was one by a shareholder in the company 


against the directors for statutory ery under the 
Companies Act, and also for an injunction to restrain the 
directors from misapplying the property of the company, 
and for anaccount. A motion had been made in the action, 
and this had stood over for the cross-examination of the 
respective parties, and it was said that the discovery was 
sought in aid of the cross-examination. The company 
offered to allow the plaintiff all such discovery as he was 
entitled to under the Companies Act but not any more, 
and it was submitted that as to any thing else the motion was 
irregular. No affidavit of special circumstances showin 
urgency had been filed by the plaintiff. Bowen, J., sta’ 
that the practice was not to allow an application for dis- 
covery to be made before statement of claim, unless some 
special circumstances were shown, and here none were set 
out in any affidavit. In all such cases the parties must 
have an affidavit of special circumstances. As the plaintiff 
had requested it, he would allow the motion to stand for a 
week, the plaintiff in the meantime to file an affidavit of 
special circumstances.

PRacTICE—RECEIVER—PAYMENT TO PLAINTIFFS—Pass- 
ING AccouNTs—APPOINTMENT OF RECEIVER IN ACTION POR 
Unuiquipatep Damaces.—In the cases of Comedy Opera 
Company v. Gunn and Gilbert v. Comedy Opera Company, 
cross-motions were made, one by the company for an order 
on the receiver to pay over all sums in his hands to the 
plaintiffs, and the other by the alleged owner of the copy- 
right in an opera now being acted by the company, asking 
the court to restrain the receiver from parting with the 
balances in his hands. In the first action a person was 
appointed receiver of the proceeds of the theatre at which 
the company represented an opera until July 31, and after 
payment of certain salaries he was ordered to pay his 
balances into court in the usual way. It appeared that 
the receiver had received a net sum of about £1,100, but 
he had not yet passed his accounts and this could not be 
done until after the vacation. Notices had been received 
by the receiver from a shareholder not to part with this 
sum, and also from the plaintiffs in the second action. The 
plaintiff company being in want of funds now moved that 
the £1,100 might be paid to them, notwithstanding that the 
receiver had not yet passed his accounts. For the receiver 
it was submitted that such an order was entirely irregular 
and contrary to the practice, and that no receiver ought to 
be required to give up the control of the fund in his hands 
until he had cleared himself. For the defendant it was 
also contended that the court should not give up seisin of . 
the fund, as it in fact constituted the only security for his 
costs if successful, as the company was, according to his 
evidence, in an insolvent condition. As to the first motion, 
Bowen, J., was of opinion that it must be refused, on the 
ground that it was contrary to the practice for a receiver 
to be compelled to hand over the moneys in his hands 
until he had passed his accounts and so cleared 
himself from all as In a case of great 
urgency, as, for instance, if it were absolutely necessary 
that the company should pay some of its em- 
ployés he would not lay down that an application 
might not be made that the receiver should apply some of 
the moneys in his hands in payment of such salaries, but no 
such case of urgency had here been made out, The company 
no doubt wanted the money to protect their solvency, bat it 
was not shown to be necessary to carry on their business, 
The motion would be dismissed with costs, The second 
action was one by the composers of an opera to restrain the 
defendants from performing the opera without their consent 
and for damages. The £1,100 in the receiver’s hands formed 
part of a sum realized by the defendants from this opera bat 
under an agreement with the plaintiffs, and it was only after 
the agreement had come to an end that the alleged piracy 
had taken place. It was now intended that, inasmuch as 
& liquidated sum would probably be held to be due to the 

laintiffs at the trial, they were entitled to have the sum now

INCORPORATED LAW SOCIETY. 
ANNUAL PROVINCIAL MEETING—WEDNESDAY. 


After a meeting of the Solicitors’ Benevolent Association, 
the members re-assembled at eleven a.m., and resumed the 
discussion on the subject of Land Titles and Transfer. 

Mr. Watters (London) repudiated the notion that 
solicitors objected to the registration of titles on the 
ground that it would reduce the aggregate amount of their 
profits. Their interest and that of the public were really 
the same, and they had always claimed to take an inde- 
pendent view of purchases, whether to their advantage or 
disadvantage. He did not agree with Mr. Bramley in 
saying that the expenses incidental to registration would 
be included in the scale of costs. Registration would not 
facilitate transfer, or confer more security, which was the 
object to be attained. The system would guard against 
suppression or concealment, but not against fraud. Suppres- 
sion of deeds was very rare, more so than forgery. The 
speaker alluded to the cases of Roupell, Downs, and 
others, which, he said, were not cases preventible by re- 
gistration. A clever forger, in a case where there was 
only a covenant for production, could multiply the deed 
and raise money on them, by simultaneous transactions in 
half-a-dozen towns at once, and bolt before the frauds were 
detected. The speaker also referred to the Dimsdale 
frauds and the Meredith frauds, which, in like manner, 
would have been unpreventable by a system of registra- 
tion. The expense of the system would be a very keavy 
premium of assurance on avery small risk, andhe hoped they 
were not going to adopt such a retrograde plan. In con- 


clusion, he put forward a motion to the effect that the 
adoption of the scheme for the registration of assurances 
would not tend to facilitate the transfer of land, but would 
tend! to disadvantage in transactions without any corres- 
ponding advantage. 

At a subsequent stage of the discussion the motion was 


withdrawn by consent. 

Mr. G. R. Dopp (London) dissented from the last 
speaker, and referred to cases in which forgeries 
bad been successfully carried out in the counties of 
Surrey and Essex, but which would have been much 
more difficult in the county of Middlesex, and argued that 
if only the register had, as most undoubtedly it had, a de- 
terent effect, that alone was a strong argument in favour 
of its utility. He admitted that possibly the circumstances 
wight be different between the registration in Middlesex 
and the registration in Yorkshire, inasmuch as Middlesex 
entained fewer landed estates and muck more house pro- 
perty ; but the nobility and gentry of Yorkshire never 
complained of any publicity being given to their dealings 
with their property on account of it being necessary to 
register the deeds relating to them ; and all his Yorkshire 
friends to whom he had spoken on the subject would be as 
unwilling as himself to give up registration. 

Mr. Roscor (London) was in favour of the registration pro- 
posals, and alluded to a case in which he had agreed to ad- 
vance £18,000 upon certain freehold property in Somerset- 
shire or Wiltshire, in which the mortgagor wasa D.D., and 
of an old county family. The title was investigated and 
everything done to insure that it was perfectly good. The 
mortgagor went from bad to worse, and ultimately went 
baukropt. Then another mortgagee turned up with an 
avierior deed. The solicitors of this claimant told him 
that this money was advanced on the strength of a declara- 
tion, because the deeds were not forthcoming. The case 
was tried in July last, before Vice-Chancellor Hail, who, 
after hearing the case for three or four days, wasvery much 
of his firm’s opinion, that they had done everything that 
a mortgagee possibly could do, and reserved his judgment, 
which he afterwards gave for the plaintiff with costs, on the 
ground that, in the absence of gross fraud or neglect 
amounting to fraud, the prior mortgagee had the first 
claim. In this case, happily, the loss was covered by 
the security of another estate which bad not been similarly 
manipulated. 

Mr. Suir — that, as a solicitor in practice for 
thirty-five years in West Riding of Yorkshire, where 
they had a register of assurances, he was surprised to find 





such a strong prejudice existing against the system. He 
thought it was a guarantee against fraud, and that it did 
not add to the costs. In Yorkshire, the purchaser of the 
smallest bit of building land was always fortified by hig 
property being registered at Wakefield. Ina non-regis 
county, a statutory declaration would seem to be the only 
way of getting over a loss of deeds, but in Yorkshire the 
declaration would be wonderfully corroborated by the 
register at Wakefield. Certainly it did not disclose the 

recise nature of the transaction, but it set forth the nature 
of the deed, the parties, the date, and amount. The register 
operated against suppression, and even in a clever forgery 
afforded them the satisfaction of knowing that there was a 
spurious deed existing. They, in the West Riding of 
Yorkshire, were generally credited with a considerable 
amount of shrewdness; therefore, if their registration 
system was so cumbrous, undesirable, and costly, it was 
strange that they should still hug their chains so closely, 

Mr. Devonsuire said that, with regard to the registration 
of mortgages, to which the president’s recommendations 
most tended, there would be a very considerable agreement 
on the subject. 


Mr. Pyz Smrru (Sheffield) also spoke of the value of the 
Wakefield Register in the case of lost deeds, which he illus. 
trated by a recent case in his own practice, in which he hoped 
in the course of a few days to discover where the documents 
were, by means of information unobtainable except from the 
register. He had also advanced money to another solicitor 
on behalf of a client who persisted in keeping the deeds 
in his own custody. One day the mortgagor induced this 
client to lend him the deeds, and fraudulent use was made 
of them. He (the speaker) found out afterwards that some- 
thing was wrong and was unable to find the deed except 
through the Wakefield Registry. He had not said anything 
to show that registration would in any way facilitate the 
transfer of land, but it would throw around it a protection 
which it would not otherwise have. They might havea 
register like the share register of a company, excluding all 
trusts and settlements, and only divulging the name of the 
owner of the legal estate. He had never heard anybody 
in Yorkshire suggest the abolition of their registry. 

Mr. 8. Day (St. Neot’s) spoke against the system, judging 
by the expense of searching the register in London. 

Mr. Pennincton (London) moved the postponement of 
the discussion till after the report of the Royal Commission 
on Agricultural Distress. 

Mr, Crement Francis (Cambridge) seconded the motion. 

Mr. Evans (Birmingham) also took this view, and said 
that for a great many years he had failed to see what the 
advantages of registration would have been to him. In the 
case of advances to bankers the delay would be fatal, as the 
money was often wanted at once. He contended that the 
existence of a register would have facilitated the Dimsdale 
frauds. In the maps of the South Staffordshire mining 
districts every colour and combination of colour had to be 
brought into requisition to distinguish the properties on the 
surface, and the complication of ownerships in the mi 
seams beneath, even in a belt of some twenty yards by 
forty. He would have some enactment against negligence 
on the part of any person claiming a beneficial in! 
who did not have some record indorsed on the last deed 
dealing with the legal estate. 

Mr. Watrers having here offered to withdraw his resola- 
tion, 

The CuatrMan said it was a pity they should go before 
the public with a division on the question. Everyone would 
admit that the discussion had been very instructive. 

Mr. J. ANDERSON Rosz (London) said he thought th 
resolution, if passed, would not fairly represent the fee 
of the profession. He was not much struck by the 
cases which had beeu cited, and he certainly had not fallen 
foul of so many disreputable solicitors as one of the speakers 
seemed to have done. Registration would interfere with 
secrecy which the majority of lenders and borrowers were 
desirous of maintaining. He denied that the land law 
question was a gh tee. Land could be fi 
bought by any one who had the money. If the Government 
would take into their counsel four of the most eminent 
practitioners, they would be able to amend the law 
desirable, 

Mr. Lee (Birmingham) replied to the remarks of Mr. 
Gedge, which he said contained statements rather tha» 
arguments, and those statements of opinion only. 
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Mr. Srmzy (Sunderland), and Mr. Payne (Liverpool), 
having spoken, 

The question that the motion be allowed to be withdrawn 
was put and carried by a large majority. 

Mr. Joun M. Davenport, F.S.A. (Oxford), contributed a 
paper on “ Bridges and Roads,” bearing on the duties of 
county magistrates and the requisitions of the statutes as to 


highways. 

itr. CLEMENT Franois (Cambridge) said many roads 
were going back to an unhappy state in consequence of the 
abolition of turnpikes. In Cambridgeshire they now had 
very bad roads, and the sooner an Act was passed restoring 
them to their former position the better. ‘This was an im- 
portant matter to agriculturists, as it affected the transit of 
their corn. Farmers had sometimes to employ four horses 
where two would otherwise have done. He thought it well 
to impress it on their county and other members of Parlia- 
ment, with a view of having a legislative enactment to effect 
an alteration. 

Mr. Cuakxies Forp (London) read a paper on ‘The Law 
of Libel as applied to Newspapers.” 

Mr. J. ANDERSON Ross said he had not found any great 
inconvenience from the law ofli bel. If they relaxed the 
law as affecting newspapers,m+ would be employed to 
write libellous matter. ‘hey sh uld not make a law for a 
particular class or circumstances 

The meeting then adjourned, 

After luncheon, 

Mr. W. Marsuatt (Ely) gave an interesting address 
upon the fens, their structure, drainage, and legal aspect. 
In connection with the drainage of the marshes, he 
showed that the legal element had a considerable share 
in the great improvements effected in the fen coun- 
try; Bishop Morton, Cardinal and Lord High Chan- 
cellor of England, and Coke, the Chancellor, having 
taken a prominent part in the operations. The 
original men, such as the adventurers, to whom the 
credit was due, were ruined; and the present genera- 
tion were reaping the advantages of their labours. He 
pointed out as a singular fact that the Bedford Level Act, 
referred to in the president’s address, had undergone no 
modification to the present day. Tracing the various 
phases of the fen country, the application of windmills, 
and then of steam, to the raising of the water into the 
rivers, he said that the fen, from growing rushes, then coal- 
seed and oats, had come to this condition of things that it 
was now an area of wheat larger than any similar extent 
of land in the country. In regard to the Rivers Con- 
servancy Bill he asked the members of his profession 
whether the fens had not made out a case for exceptional 
treatment under the Bill. 

A paper by Mr. J. ANpERson Rosz, of London, on ‘‘ The 
Treatment of Witnesses,” was withdrawn by the author, 
some matters mentioned in it being sub judice. 

Mr. Wynne E. Baxter (London) read a paper on “‘ The 
Elementary Education of Solicitors,” in which he urged 
that the legal profession could not afford to rest satisfied 
with the haphazard manner in which an articled clerk was at 
vet trained for his profession. The only benefit he got 

y his articles was that he was allowed the run of the office, 
and had an opportunity of picking up what information he 
could, and this in a great measure depended upon the good- 
will of the other clerks, The course usually pursued with 
regard to articled clerks was very injurious, and could not be 
considered as an adequate legal education. That it was so 
gag ay was not the fault of the Incorporated Law Society. 
If a legal university was at present impossible, what could 
be done? The Law Students’ Society had suggested yearly 
examinations. This would be an improvement, but more 
was required. He would suggest that there should be a 
voluntary combination to insure systematic and scientific 
study of the laws. Theoretical teaching should precede 
practice. He suggested that, during the first two years 
of service under articles, attendance should be given at a 
well-organized school of law where history wes taught 
with special reference to legislation rather than wars and 
dyaasties; where the training of the mind received at school 
was continued by the study of logic and jurisprudence ; 
where the laws of real and property and the 
ope and procedure of the courts were taught, not only 

text-book, but also by practical example. This would 
lay a good foundation for the three remaining years of 
articles, and must result beneficially to the pupil, while the 
master would not suffer. 





clerks should be allowed to study for and take the 
degree of LL.B. whilst under articles, and that there 
should be held out, as an inducement for their so doing, 
that the term of service should be shortened, with con- 
sent of the gentlemen to whom they might be articled, 
as it would be if they took the degree previously 
to being articled. He said that a suggestion, similar 
to that made by Mr. Wynne Baxter, was thrown’ out at 
Oxford, and could not help thinking that they asa body 
ought to encourage their members to take degrees in law at 
the University of London whilst under articles. At Oxford 
a resolution was passed that the council should apply to the 
two old universities to shorten the terms and give additional 
facilities to articled clerks. They were now told that the 
council were about to take steps to carry out the proposal 
for an amendment of the 11th section of the Solicitors Act, 
that the preliminary examination should not be dispensed 
with without the consent of the Incorporated Law Society. 
Notwithstanding what had taken place, eighty-eight dis- 
ensations had since been given; eighty-one of them by 
Chief Baron Kelly, two by Lord Chief Justice Cockburn, 
and five by the Master of the Rolls. He complained that 
these men should be thus forced into their ranks nolens 
volens. He proposed :—‘‘ That this meeting, having learned 
with much satisfaction that it is the intention of the 
council to apply to Parliament for a modification of the 
existing law as to the preliminary examination, pledges 
itself to support the council in making such application.’ 
Mr. Wynne Baxter seconded the motion, which was 


Mr. G. R. Dopp (London) avegreted that articled 
y 


agreed to. 

Mr. J. Perry Goprrey (London) read a paper on “The 
Relationship between the Two Branches of the Legal Pro- 
fession,” in which he advocated the easier migration from 
the solicitors’ to the barristers’ branch of the profession, 
more especially upon public grounds. A Bill would prob- 
ably be introduced in the next session of Parliament. He 
urged that there should be less jealousy shown by the Inns 
of Court towards solicitors, and that it was ridiculous to 
compel them to retire from practice for three years before 
allowing them to be called to the bar. What would be said 
of such a thing in the other liberal professions ? 

Mr. Rizey (London) opened a discussion on the paper, 
and was followed by Mr. C. Forp, who moved ‘‘ That the 
rules of the Inns of Court call for amendment, giving 
solicitors more reasonable facilities for being called to the 
bar.” 

This was seconded by Mr. Roserts (Debenham), who 
urged that if they could get rid of the system of dispensa- 
tions they should raise the status of their profession equal 
to that of the bar. 

Mr. J. AnpErson Rose asked why they should be so 
anxious to get rid of their best men? He hoped the motion 
would not be pressed. 

Mr. Watrers (London) said it was a matter of self- 
defence on the part of the bar, and solicitors degraded 
themselves by putting the cap on themselves. 

Mr. Dees said he would move the previous question if 
the motion were pressed. 

Mr. C. Forp then withdrew his motion. 

Mr. Ratrx Suey (Sunderland) read a short paper on 
“ Delays in the Chancery Offices, and Defects in the System 
of Taxing Costs.” He suggested that all orders made by a 
chief clerk should be drawn up in his own chambers, and 
under his own direction ; and that all judgments and orders 
of court should be drawn up by the registrar actually in 
attendance when the judgment is given or order made, As 
to taxation of costs, he proposed the constitution of one 
taxing board for all the costs ; such board to be composed of 
the present Chancery Taxing Masters, and of such a number 
of additional taxing masters as might be considered neces- 
sary, all of whom should be solicitors who had practised for 
ten years, and were in practice at the time of appointment, 
and that all future appointments should be made from 
solicitors instead of from the bar. The existing Chancery 
Taxing-Masters, or some of them, should be called the 
senior taxing masters, and two of them should sit, when re- 
quired, to hear appeals from ordinary taxations, with a 
further and final appeal to the court. The number of 
senior taxing masters might be reduced, if necessary, on 
the death or retirement of those first appointed, or the 
vacancy might be supplied by promotion of the other 
taxing masters; and, to prevent any perpetuation of 
existing differences between allowances at common law and 
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in chancery, he would absolutely prohibit any method of 
distributing taxations which would have the effect of allot- 
ting one particular class of business to any one taxing 
master, and thus very soon there would result one uniform 
scale of costs, based on the same principles and adhered to 
in all the courts. 

Observations were offered by Messrs. Roperts (Deben- 
ham), Sam. Day (St. Neots), and G. R. Dopp. 

This concluded the business. 

Cordial votes of thanks were then passed by acclamation 
—(1) to the president and members of the Cambridgeshire 
Law Society for their hospitality ; (2) the Mayor and Cor- 
poration for the use of the Guildhall ; (3) the readers of 
papers ; and (4) to the president for the able and courteous 
manner in which he had conducted the proceedings. 

In the evening there was a grand concert in the Guildhall, 
at which Miss Thursby, Mr. Edw. Lloyd, Mr. Maybrick, 
and other musical celebrities appeared. 

The meeting passed off most successfully in every way.

MR. JOHN BESWICKE GREENWOOD. 


Mr. John Beswicke Greenwood, barrister, many years a 
metropolitan police magistrate, died at his residence, 
Moor Honse, Dewsbury, on the 9thinst. Mr. Greenwood 
was the eldest son of Mr. Abraham Greenwood, and he was 
born in 1796. He was educated at Eton and at Caius 
College, Cambridge. He was called to the bar at Lincoln’s- 
inn in Michaelmas Term, 1821, and practised for several 
years on the Northern Circuit, and at the West Riding of 
Yorkshire Sessions. In 1837 he was appointed a police 
magistrate for the metropolis, and presided at Clerkenwell 
Police-court until his retirement in 1847.

He was an active 
magistrate for the Dewsbury Petty Sessional Division, and 
for several years was chairman of the West Riding Quarter 
Sessions. Mr. Greenwood was unmarried.

Mr. William Ormerod Pilkington, died at his residence, 
Ashton-upon-Ribble, near Preston, on the 10th inst., at 
the age of ninety-three. Mr. Pilkington was the second 
son of Mr. Jchn i , solicitor.
